Election petition under Section 81 of the Representation of the Peoples Act, 
1051 challenging the election 1 of the Respondent No, 1 as member of the 
House of People from Shahjehanpore Parliamentary Constituency No. 315. 


The petitioner above named respectfully begs to state as under:— 

No. 1. That the petitioner was a duly nominated candidate for the House of 
People from Shahjehanpore Parliamentary Constituency known as Shahjehanpore 
cum Farukhabad cum Etah District (Double Member Constituency) No. 315 for 
the Scheduled reserved seat. 


No. 2. That respondents No. 1 to 3 were also nominated for the reserved seat 
and contested the election and respondents No. 4 to 8 were duly nominated for 
contesting the general Beat. 

No. 3. That the election for the above constituency took place on 25th, 28th, 
February 1957 and on 3rd, 6th, 9th and 12th of March, 1957, and the counting 
took place on 20th March, and continued upto 25th March, 1957. The result was 
declared on 25th March, 1957 and respondent No. 1 was declared elected from the 
Schedule reserved seat and the respondent No. 4 was declared elected to the 
General Seat. 

No. 4. That the petitioner polled.votes and the respondent No. 1 

got.votes One Lac Four Thousand. 

No. 5. That the election of the respondent No. 1 to the House of People from 
the Shahjehanpore Parliamentary constituency be declared void inter aha on the 

following grounds:— < 

(al That the respondent No. 1 committed the corrupt practice of bribery 
by offering and paying money to a number of electors as an Induce¬ 
ment to them to cast their votes In his favour. The names of some 
of them are given In Schedule 1 annexed herewith. 

(hi That the respondent No. 1 was the official Congress candidate and was 
supplied with two froe copies of the electoral roll thus giving him 
an undue advantage over the petitioner who fought ibe electlon as 
an Independent candidate and further has symbol was known to Mm 
rleht from the date of his selection by the Congress Parliamentary 
Board and Propagated the same in the whole of Constituency 
as the petitioner was allotted this symbol only on the date fixed 
withdrawals, thus putting him to an advantageous position,

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(g) That the respondent No, 1 wielded undue influence on the electors 

residing in places given in Schedule 6 annexed hereto through his 
caste fellows who threatened the electors for refusing the services 
which they render if they did not vote for the Respondent No. i, 

(h) That the respondent No. 1 sent to Shri Sia Ram of Farukhabad Dis¬ 

trict who is an Ex-M.L.A. for his expenses in connection with his 
election but even this amount has not been shown. That he got 
pamphlets printed in Gandhi Press and paid for them but they have 
not been shown in his election expenses nor has he shown the pres¬ 
ence of Election Agents Forms which he has filed in about hundreds 
at various polling stations and counting Agents, 

(i) That the respondent No, 1 systematically appealed member of his com¬ 

munity on the ground of caste and used National flag for the 
furtherance of the prospects of respondent. No. 1 election. 

(1) That the respondent not himself and through his agents got false votes 
cast in his favour as given in Schedule (vii) annexed hereto. 

(k) That the rosult of the election has been materially effected in so far 

as thereunder candidate Is concerned by the Commission of the afore¬ 
mentioned rough practices and non compliance of the provisions of 
the Representation of the People Act, 1951 and rules framed there¬ 
under as a matter of fact the petitioner received a majority of valid 
votes and at any rate he could have received majority of valid votes 
but. for the votes received by respondent No. 1 through corrupt 
practices. 

(l) That the respondent No. 1 is disqualified from being a member of the 

House of People for his failure to lodge true account as required 
under Section 78 of the R.P. Act and rules 131 and 134 of the Election 
petition rules In so far as he did not show— 

1. His travelling expenses in the whole of the Constituency. 

2. Purchase of election literature which he freely distributed in 

support of his candidature, 

3. That the respondent No. 1 obtained and procured through self and 

his agents for the furtherance of the prospects of respondent No. 

1 election from the following persons in the service of the 
Government against the provisions of Section 173 of sub-clause 
7. 

4. That thei petitioner has deposited Rs. 1,000/- as security for the 

costs of the petition in the Shahjehanpore Government Treasury 
and the receipt for the same is attached herewith. 

5. That the petitioner claims:— 

(i) That the election of respondent No, 1 to the Shahjehanpore 

Parliamentary Constituency No. 315 be declared void. 

(ii) The petitioner he declared duly elected in place of respon¬ 

dent No. 1 and the costs of the petition be awarded to the 
Petitioner.
